Over a 
period of ten years, now and 
then, she read, with suspense 
of judgment, most of the litera¬ 
ture of Socialism. She read the 
whole story of many failures In 
its application, scattered over two 
centuries in England, Australia, 
and this country, including three 
California experiments. She rea¬ 
soned that if it could not be 
made to succeed on small scales, 
with gifts of money and devoted 
believers, that the factors caus¬ 
ing failures in these experiments 
would be greatly increased in the 
difficulties of large-scale organi¬ 
zation and administration. 

The writer gives this piece of 
autobiography because she is un¬ 
utterably weary of being told 
and written to, that if she “would 
study Sinclair’s plan and litera¬ 
ture” she “would be converted 
from an antagonist to a believer.”

Victor O. Schmidt, of the local 
Kiwanis ciub, represents District 
A and District 10 in the Cali- 
fornia-Nevada convention’s forum 
contest held in San Diego today. 
Speaking on the .subject of "The 
Communistic Problem,” Schmidt 
is thought to .stand a fine 
chance to bring home the first 
place award for thl.s district, as 
his efforts in the preliminary 
contest was highly praised by 
the judges. He is accompanied on 
his trip to San Diego by his 
wife, who is vice-president of the 
Woman's Club here. 

At Tuesday’s Kiwanis meet, 
members were presented with a 
comprehensive picture of the 
present European situation by 
William G. Wirth, Ph.D., profes¬ 
sor of religion at the College of 
Medical Evangelism in Los An¬ 
geles. 

"Europe is not a war-like con¬ 
tinent by instinct,” Dr. Wirth * 
stated, "but is rendered warlike i 
by its geographical situation. As | 
far as war is concerned today, * 
Europe constitutes the greatest 
hazard, more so than Asia. In 
the first place, it was a mistake 
for the world powers to make it 
hard on Germany. 

"Prior to Hitler, England and 
Italy leaned toward Germany, 
but since his advent they lean 
back toward France again. Eng¬ 
land fears Germany’s air power 
as a challenge to her isolation, 
while Italy fears a German alli¬ 
ance with Austria. So Germany, 
like Russia, is .surrounded now 
by solid national powers in oppo¬ 
sition.” 

Tile speaker ended with a pre¬ 
diction of still further interna¬ 
tional juggling in Europe, and 
perhaps eventually war. He was 
Introduced by Dr. M. H. A. Pe¬ 
terson.
